We find it difficult to arrive at a 
correct conclusion as'to the cost of inmates ; these charges are exclu- 
sive of building and furnishing. 

-“ We are pleased to observe that in the completion of the new build 
ings a large increase to the accommodation has been secured for the 
comfort of the inmates 

“< We would recommend the appointment of an Inspector for the 
Poor House, and for that purpose submit a By-Law. 

“Tt is also satisfactory to report that we find the Institution has 
produced some eleven hundred bushels of roots and grain, some of 
which has been consumed, and the rest stored on the Farm.

BY-LAW No. 158. 


To Impose a Duty on Hawkers, PEDLERS AND AUCTIONEERS ; AND 
To REPEAL CERTAIN OTHER By- Peds: a 


Passed on Friday, 10th December, 1869. - 


VW HEREAS, by the Municipal Laws of Upper Canada, among 

other things, power is given to County Councils to pass By. 
Laws for regulating and governing Hawkers and petty Chapmen, and 
other tr ading persons who have not become householders or permanent 
residents in the county, or who go from place to place or other men’s. 
houses, on foot or with any animal bearing or drawing any goods, 
wares, or merchandise for sale, 


I.—Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the 
Gov ty of Norfolk in Council, assem'-d: That from and: after th 
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passing of this By-Law, there shall be raised, collected, and paid to 
the Treasurer of the County of Norfolk, for the use of the said 
County, the several duties hereinafter mentioned, that is to say i—~ 
For every man trading on foot, the sum of Four Dollars per annum 
from the first of January in each year ; if said license is taken out 
after the first of April, the sum of Three Dollars and Fifty Cents to 
the end of the year ; and if taken out after the first of October, the 
sum of Two Dollars and Fifty Cents to the end of the year; and for 
every horse, ass, mule, or other beast used for bearing or drawing 
burthen for the aforesaid purpose, an additional sum of ‘Three Dollars 
for each and every such animal. 


IL—Be it further enacted, that nothing herein contained shall pro- 
hibit amy person from selling any goods, wares, merchandise, or any 
_ printed papers or books ; such goods, wares, or merchandise being the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of this Province. 


_III.—Be it further enacted: That it shall be lawful for any Justice 

_ of the Peace, Constable, or Peace Officer, to seize and detain any per 
son who shall be found trading without a license contrary to this By- 
Law, or found trading, shall refuse or neglect to produce a license 
after being required so to do ; and they are hereby required to carry 
such persons before one or more Justices of the Peace having jurisdic. 
tion in this county, which said Justice or Justices are her eby authore 
ized and required, on due proof on oath of one or more credible wit-. 
ness other than the informer, that the said person or persons had been 
found trading without a license, as aforesaid, to cause a:sum not ex- 
ceeding Twenty Dollars, with reasonable costs, to be forthwith levied 
by distress and sale of the goods, wares, and merchandise of such 
offender or offenders as they shall be found trading with as aforesaid, 
rendering the overplus, if any there be, to the owner thereof, after 
deducting the reasonable charges of making the said distress ; and for 
want of sufficient distress the offender or offenders be sent 
the gaol of the County for a time not srosodine’ Wooten

Treasurer is hereby authorized to “fom such license , which said license.

IV.—Be it further enacted : That there shall be a license taken out 
by every person following the trade of Auctioneer in this county, for 
the sale of goods, wares, -and merchandise by public auction; for. 
which license there shall ba paid to the County Treasurer: the st of 
‘Ten Dollars per annum from the first day of January in each year; 
if the said license is taken out after the. first of April, the sum of 
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Eight Dollars, and after the first ef October, the sum of Six Dollara, 
to the end of the year ; which said license the said Treasurer is here- « 
by authorized to issue. And any person found following the trade of 
Auctioneer without having first taken out a license as aforesaid, shall, — 
on conviction before any Justice of the Peace within the County, on 
oath of a credible witness, be hable to a fine not exceeding Twenty 
Doilars, to be levied of his goods and chattels, and for want of sufii- 
cient distress 5, to be imprisoned in the county gaol for a term not ex- 
ceeding fourtegn dgys, unless the fine and costs are sooner paid ; the - 
said fine to #9, one moiety to the infoymer, and the other moiety to 

the County Treasurer for the use of ‘thewCounty. Provided, never- 
theless, that it shall not be necessary to take out a license by an. 
party s selling by publi i¢ auction any farm stock, implements, or othe: 
property, the produce of the farm.
